MADRID LEADERS 
ADMIT NEW REVERSES 
IN MOROCCAN AREA 


Shunt-Inti, Aug. 13.—Millions have heen rendered homeless and 
at least 30,000 persons have been drowned in devastating floods 
which are sweeping widespread areaa of China, submerging tens 
of thouaands of villages. Thousands of refugees arc pouring into 
Poking. It is impossible to get even an approximate estimate 
of the fatalities, hut 30,000 is said to he a conservative estimate. 

I'nusuatty. devastating floods with accompanying widespread 
destruction of property have been reported from various sec¬ 
tions of China during the last few weeks. I.ate in July there 
were serious inundations in the provinces of Chihli and Honan. 
On Saturday last further floods were reported from Kwangai and 
Sinkiang, but it was reported that the loss of life had been up 
until that time comparatively small.

Canada has just cause, however, to com¬ 
plain of the attitude which some British news¬ 
papers adopt on the slender, and often wholly 
erroneous, statements which are conveyed in 
letters home from people who have failed to 
find the Dominion either a happy hunting 
ground or a land flowing with milk and 
honey. Some of these newspapers seem to 
take a keen delight in enlarging upon this kind 
of information and exaggerate to such an ex¬ 
tent that when they are furnished with facts 
which are supported by official documents they 
are not overjoyed at the prospect of correcting 
what are obviously colossal blunders. 

It is to be hoped that as conditions in 
Canada become better appreciated and more 
correctly understood in the Old Country some 
move will be made to establish an Immigra¬ 
tion Board in the Dominion which might co¬ 
operate with either the British Government or 
some organization empowered to deal with 
migration and settlement. This country 
might be well served by such a body composed, 
as it could be, of competent businessmen 
drawn from agricultural and industrial callings. 

To get greater population in quicker time 
than seems possible under present systems it 
seems to us that other agencies, outside that 
exclusively operated by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment. will have to be pressed into the ser¬ 
vice.

SILVICULTURE METHODS 

E. H. Fin lay son. Acting Director of 
the Dominion Forestry Branch, Ot¬ 
tawa. traced the historical develop¬ 
ment of silvicultural practice in the 
Dominion forests and on the Govern¬ 
ment lands in the various provinces.

The ceremony was.similar to that employed | 
on such occasions throughout the long years 
of the FTench uecupatloh. The French were 
paraded with the colors and with all due ob¬ 
servance. Celeron read aloud the declaration 
of possession in the name of hta sovereign; 
the arms of France on a heavy tin plate were 
affixed to the tree at whose root was burled 
the leaden tablet. There was salute of mus¬ 
ketry snd shouts of "Vive le Roll* snd the 
psalm "Vexllla Hefls." the national anthem of 
France before the Revolution, echoed fa' 
through the woods snd over the waters of 
the fair Ohio. 

Two tablets of lead had already been burled, 
one when the expedition had first reached 
the Alleghany, having portagtd and peddled 
and portaged southward from Lake Erie by 
way of I-ake Uhatguqua, snd the second about 
twelve miles below,the mouth of French Creek 
on the, Alleghany. Two more were burled a 
few days later, the fourth at the mouth of 
the Muskingum snd the fifth at the mouth of 
th* Great Kanawha. 

I T was a vain gesture. Celeron found that 
France's grip was slipping, and all that he 
could do with lBart.it plate* and preoents to 
and conferences With the mixed and com¬ 
paratively. dense Indian population was of 
slight avail. The Indians, in the main, ac¬ 
cepted the presents with alacrity and made

Pennsylvania and Virginia, rough, wn- 
couth, unprincipled, unscrupulous men. ac¬ 
knowledging no law of God or man of France 
or England In the wilderness, but—and here 
was their power—bringing Infinitely better ar¬ 
ticles at half the price than the French seemed 
able lo provide, for official corruption at Quebeo 
and Montreal and at every royal* depot added 
enormously to the price# of everything. Purely 
by the lure of this more advantageous trade, 
without soldiers, or Rags, or ceremonies or 
leaden plates they were taking possession and 
were weaning the western tribes front the 
faint nlleglnnce. they had been persuaded to 
feel for their Oreat Father of France. Coleran 
met several of them in almost every Indian 
village and warned them off. They complied 
easily enough, hut ha knew that they would 
not go far. und that long before he had turned 
north again homeward they would be uncon¬ 
cernedly back at their work. 

Though they cheated and debauched the 
Red Men. these traders were the heralds of 
Anglo-Saxon empire, first ^ripples of the 
mighty following sfave*. Long after them 
came soldiers who built snd manned the forts. 
In spite of the Iniquities of these men their 
goofcs held the Indian. It would have been 
better for him had he paid more beaver skins 
: for his muskets, hta kettles and his knives 
nnd bought French brandy Instead of English 
M-TiWWjQt-lh* ,AP8lQ; ttaW-JUpuhttfl

"Stirred to action in order to estab¬ 
lish their claim to tjie whole of the

“The firat of these expeditions left

"At that time the foundation of 
the Spanish governor's house was 
atili visible, and there were se¬ 
veral kinds of European plants, 
a* peas, turnips, and onions, 
that bad scattered themselves 
about in the soil, and were grow¬ 
ing. though In a atinted manner, 
without cultivation. 

“The houses In Nootka were 
about twenty in number, and 
were of' various sixes, according 
to the rank of the tyeea who 
lived In them, as each house con¬ 
tained several famillea, over 
which the chief who occupied It 
with them was considered the 
rightful lord. 

"Each family held their little 
allotment In the house, separate 
fr«>m the other parts; ami each 
house was large enough to ac¬ 
commodate a great many people. r 
none being too small for two 
families. 

“These buildings, of which Ma- 
quinna’s was- the largest, stood 
nearly In a direct line, thus form¬ 
ing by one range tha little village 
on the hill's side. 

"The manner In which tha 
Nootkans built was as follows, 
and it does rot seem quite so 
difficult as getting the materials 


measured from eight feet eight 
Inches In circumference. The 
corner posts were to be set up 
next, marking the width of the 
house, but they were shorter 
than those on which the ridge¬ 
pole reated. so as to have another 
spar placed on each side of tha 
first, and a little lower, to give 
a slant to the roof of the house. 
The spars which were to come 
under the eavpa of the buildings 
were made flat on the upper aide, 
with a little rising edge left on 
the outer part to prevent the 
planks from sliding off. 

“When these aide spars were 
laid upon the posta the builders 
proceeded to laying on the roof. 
The planks of which this were 
formed were heavy, with a broad 
feather edge* so as to lap. and 
placed one edge on the ridgepole, 
the other on the aide beam, 
closely lapping along, 'till one 
coat of the roof was formed. 

"Another coat of planks waa 
laid on so as to jut over the 
eaves or beyond the ends of the 
first laying, in a way to exclude 
the rain entirely. 

“These were only fastened on 
by large rocks that were laid 
upon them, hut they were often 
ao insecure as to oblige the men 
to go out and sit upon the roofs 


Tha beet, description of Nootka 
at the time when the British sea¬ 
men traded there is given In 
“The Captive of Nootka." being 
the story of John R. Jewitt. a 
twenty-year old boy who waa 
With Captain Salter In the vessel 
Boston trading to King Georgs 
Sound when «he waa attacked by 
the savages, and captured In 
1663, being shortly afterwards 
accidentally burned to the 
water's edge. Jewitt waa detained 
together with a aailmaker named 
Thompson, whom he had protec¬ 
ted as hie “father" until rescued 
by the Lydia in 1|05. 

"Friendly Cove, /formed be-’ 
twaen the line of coast," Bays 
the etory, "on the one aid* and 
a point of land that extends 
three leagues Into the sound, on 
the other la between a quarter 
and a half nr a mile wide, and 
from a half to three quarters 
of a mile long, tt la a small har¬ 
bor and affords a good-anchor¬ 
age for ships coming close to the 
shore. 

“The eastern and 'western 
shores of this harbor ara abrupt 
and tugged, with trees growing 
close to the water's edge, hut at 
the bottom of the cove, to the 
northwest there la a One. sandy 
beach.
